SAN FRANCISCO, April 27.—Three 
more heavy earthquake shocks were 
felt at Salinas, 120 miles south of San 
Francisco, last night, one at 8 o'clock, 
another at 9:50, and last at 2 o clock 
this morning. The shocks lasted abont 
four seconds each, but so far as known 
did no damage. 

The news could not be reported from 
falinas earlier because of the lack of 
bl] communication. 

The damage at Salinas from the 
earthquake shock of last week is in 
excess of $1,000,000. The Salinas River 
is reported to have been sunk ten or 
twelve feet all along its course for 
miles. Nearly all of the bridges across 
the river have been condemned and -will 
have to be rebuilt.

Thirty-Eight Earthquakes. 

The agitation of the earth continues 
in the bay region. At 5 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning there was a ‘baby quake’’ 
that was No. 38 since the Titanic up- 
heaval. This is the record of the Cha- 
pot Observatory in Oakland. 

A count of the homeless in the three 
big camps, Golden Gate Park, Fort 
Mason and the Presidio, shows but 10,- 
0 in the park, 8000 at Fort Mason and 
15.000 in the Presidio. About four thou- 
eand- Chinese and Japanese are en- 
camped near Russian Hill. These fig- 
wres indicate an enormous exodus since 
Sunday. At that time the estimate was 
400,000 in the three big camps. There 
are 10.000 in camps in Oakland, Berke- 
‘Jey and Alameda. A number estimated 
at 100,000 have found shelter under roofs. 


The injured in the hospitals number 
3050 and Gen. Greely’s last count of 
the dead is 290. The entire work of 
Aistributing supplies has been taken 
from the Citizens’ Relief Committee 
and turned over to the military au- 
thorities. Mayor Schmitz, who for- 
y warded the plan. said: 

‘It became evident that the gre- 
work of caring for the homeless 
would soon get bevond the facilities 
of the various relief committees. Un-

RELIEF CREW CAN'T 
REACH STRICKEN TOWN. 


DALLAS, Tex., Apri! 27.—A_ tornado 
yesterday evening swept the towns of 
Bellevue and Stoneburg off the map, 
practically destroyed Hamilton and 
badly damaged Hico. 

A large area of country was devas- 
tated and it is feared that there will be 
a heavy death list outside of the ruined 
towns, where the fatalities are estimat- 
ed at 50. Immense damage 
done to crops. 

Relief trains were 
stricken cities as soon news of the 
disaster reached the railroad offices. 
From a telegraph pole a mile from 
Bellevue one of the relief crews tele- 
graphed this morning: 

“Weican get no nearer to Bellevue. 
The town is’ entirely destroyed, of 
about 260 buildings, only three are 
standing. Persons who have just es. 
caped from there state that the ruins 
caught fire and burned. About 30 per- 
sons are dead. Nearly 100 were in- 
jured. Can get no word from Stone- 
burg or Hamilton. There is no food 
left in Bellevue, and the survivors are 
making their way across the country to 
nearby town.’’ 

Hamilton and Stoneburg are isolated.

CLOTHING CAUGHT FIRE 





Hands Blistered and He Is Seri- 
ously Injured Before He 
Is Rescued. 


That it is dangerous to ride on the 
front platform of a street car is shown 
by the experience of John New, 17 years 
old, who is at his home at 212 St. George 
Street seriously burned. 

John was doing what hundreds of St. 
Louisans do every day. He was sitting 
On the sand box on the left hand side of 
the platform, watching the motorman as 
he started and stopped the car with a 
Simple twist of the wrist. 

Apparently he was in no more danger 
than if-he had been seated inside the 
car. But something happened which 
may happen any time and before he 
could escape he was penned: up in a 
corner of the platform and was envel- 
oped by flames. ! 

The little handle which the motor- 
man works is not as simple as it 
looks. It is connected with many 
Wires. and compltcated machinery in 
a long, upright, black-box, which is 
right in front of a person standing on 
the left side Of the platform. 
.Sometimes the current goes astray 
and tries .to take short cuts instead 
of picking its way through all these 
little wires. Then, there is.a fire. 


Flames Came From Box, 


That is what happened when John 
New was riding south on a Broadway 
Car at Olive street. Many shoppers 
and passers-by heard the noise of an 
explosion. The next instant the door 
of that long black box flew open and 
the flames shot out toward New. 
There was no time to get away. 

In a second the fire had blistered 
the skin from the backs of his hands 
and his wrist and the left side of his 
coat was in flames. 

Motorman William Cox helped the 
boy to beat out the fire, and by ex- 
tinguishing his coat probably saved 
his life. 

Patrolman Deuker called an ambu- 
ance and New was taken from the 
busy corner to the City Dispensary, 
where his injuries were pronounced 
serious. The physicians tried to per- 
suade him to go to the City Hospital, 
but he insisted.that he be taken 
home. 

Capt. Robert McCulloch said 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

‘Accidents like these will occur, but 
we are trying our best to make them 
less frequent. All traffic is attended by 
some danger and I do not think we are 
called upon to prohibit passengers from 
riding on the front platform because of 
an occasional accident like this. 

‘Many people like to ride there and 
insist on it and we always try to please 
the greatest number of our patrons. If 
we thought there was any real, constant 
danger to our patrons who ride on the 
front platforms we would not let them 
do it.’’ ‘

“But a political party that believes 
nothing, has no doctrine, is not built 
around principle, ‘is as worthless as a 
church without a belief. 

“Do not misunderstand me. I am not 
advocating adherence to party because 
of party name, regardless of politigal 
principles, but loyalty to political prin- 
ciples because they are believed to pe 
correct. 

“The independent voter, the man who 
sees nothing in political parties but the 
personality of their candidates, may be 
a good man and a patriotic citizen, but 
we are in a sad plight. when those who 
believe in nothing in particular and 
everything in general, and who vyote 
according to the instinct of the hour in- 
stead of according to the principles of 
a lifetime, control our elections. 

‘“T have no fears for my country so 
long as the American people think out 
their plans, formulate their policies and 
consistently adhere to them. My fear 
is of an incoherent, independent, undis- 
eiplined aggregation of well-inten- 
tioned men, following a _  purposeless 
though ambitious leader, who promises 
much impossible of fulfillment, anu 
whose chief argument is an indefinite 
protest against well-recognized and in- 
herent evils which have existed from 
the infancy of the race, and which will 
continue while men remain mortal and 
so long as human nature continues to 
control the human family.’’

| There was a very pretty row over 
ithe withdrawal of the militia at a 
‘conference yesterday, but the militia 
is still here.

“For the relief of stricken San Fran- 
cisco a sum total of $20,000,000 has 
been subscribed by the Government 
and the United States at large. The 
Oakland relief camp has accepted thé 
duty of caring for one-fourth of the 
needy of devastated San Francisco, 
and, therefore, feels justified in peti- 
tioning for a proportionate share of 
the general appropriation.” 

While a generous fund is to be giv- 
en Oakland, nothing like one-fourth 
of the total contributions is contem- 
plated, 

The underwriters have reported that 
21 buildings, mostly warehouses close 
to the docks, are in a safe condition. 

It was decided that the new China- 
town will be at Hunter’s Point, three 
miles south by west of the old town. 


200,000 Persons Leave. 


According to an official estimate, 
San Francisco's population has been 
reduced hy 200,000. This estimate 
probably ts too low, for the Southern 
Pacific Railroad's estimate shows 
that about 225,000 refugees were oar- 
ried out of the ruined city on their 
trains aione. A hundred and twenty- 
nine trains were used for the refu- 
gees. 

It is believed, however, that many 
of these people will return to San 
Francisco when they have located 
their friends and relatives or have 
rehabilitated, in a measure, their 
finances. The embargo against public 
ingress has been lifted, and crowds 
are pouring into the city. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the number of persons 
coming in will about offset the ex- 
odus,

SPRING STYLES IN LAWNS. 
The spring lawns will not be raked 
after mowing. Persons with rakes may 
give them away. Persons without rakes 
may go around and make faces at the 
hardware stores. 

The grass ends or clippings will be 
permitted to drop down into the grass 
and form a mulch which will be of great 
benefit to the lawn. It fertilizes the soil, 
and will give the lawn a plush-like ef- 
fect similar to the damask cheek of a 
girl. j 

The close shave is taboo. Knives will 
be set high enough from the ground to 
prevent soil slicing. Indeed, they will 
be so high that only the tips of the 
grass will be cut. Aside from being 
very important, this is easier. The close 
shave spoils the blades which spring 
from the surface, and destroys all that 
part of the plant which gives the lawn 
downyness and color. 

Lawns will be groomed three times 
a week. If just a little is taken off 
each time, the ugly and yellowish roots 
of the grass will not be exposed, and 
the lawn will be so soft that a naked 
baby can be dragged across it without 
getting a scratch. 

The standard depth for this season’s 
lawns will be two inches. They will be 
rolled up to May 1, and may be rolled 
on thereafter. 

Blue grass will continue in style. It 
won't be blue, but something of the sort 
is necessary to differentiate it from 
just grass. 

To cover balq spots upon the lawn, 
granulate the soil nicely and shoot ex- 
tra-chilled clover seed in with a gun. 

Lawns will not be trimmed with white 
rabbits this season. The style has gone 
to the bow-wows. ;

His muzzle not have be very iong, but 
it carries jaws strong enough to pull 
the head off a fox and its owner is 
capable of licking any vermin that goes 
under ground. 

The Scotch collie, which tends sheep 
with almost human intelligence in tine 
Hebrides and Highlands, is quite anoth- 
er animal from the so-called Scotch col- 
lie of American bench shows. jie has 
teag and eye and power of loin, and 
great strength of feet, not snake-heada- 
ed, sway-backed and lean-bodied as the 
dogs of the shows. 

The long muzzle is a very pretty 
feature if it comés with good head and 
body. It is rare indeed among men that 
a noble brow declines into a narrow 
chin. When it does it denotes weak- 
ness of character. The same _ holds 
good in dogs. You cannot get a fine 
head and plenty of brain room with a 
long narrow muzzle.

PARIS UNVEIL 
FRANKLIN STATUE 


Celebration in Place du Troca- 
dero Precedes Gift. by Amer- 
ican Banker Harjes. 


AMBASSADOR'’S ADDRESS 











Monument Erected Near Scenes 
of Statesman’s Activity 
as Diplomat. | 


PARIS, April 27.—The Franklin cele- 
bration preceding the unveiling today 
of the statue of Benjamin Franklin, 
presented to the city of Paris by John 
H. Harjes, the American banker, of 
this city, was held in the Place du 
Trocadero this afternoon. 

The statue of Benjamin Franklin is 
appropriately erected in close proximity 
to the scenes of his activity during the 
eventful eight years he spent in France. 
It stands on the Place du Trocadero, 
near the point where the Rue Franklin, 
named in his honor, leads towards the 
heights of Passy. All about are remind- 
ers Of Franklin’s sojourn in Passy—here 
the Place Franklin, further on the Pas- 
sage Franklin, and on the busy thor- 
oughfare of Passy the antiquated Hotel 
Franklin. It was on the Rue Franklin 
that the villa stood, surrounded by 
ample gardens, which became so well 
known as Franklin’s home. The place 
is marked today by a brass tablet af- 
fixed to the wail of a tumble-down ed- 
ifice, lately used as a religious school, 
but now closed under the law against 
religious teaching. The tablet reads: 


“Here stood a villa, dependency of 
the mansion of Valentinois. Frank- 
lin occupied it from 1777 to 1785, plac- 
ing thereon the first lightning rod 
constructed in France. Historical 
Society of Auteuil and Passy, March 
Sth, 1896.’’ 


Ambassador McCormick’s Address, 


Robert McCormick, United States Am- 
bassador to France, who delivered the 


principal address, said in part: 
“When my friend and compatriot, Mr. 
John H. Harjes, esteemed at home and 


‘abroad, informed me of his intention to 


present a statue of Benjamin Franklin 
to the City of Paris, it seemed to me 
that the occasion should be seized upon 


for a-demonstration of that warm 
friendship which exists between the 
world’s two great republics and for 


which Franklin so firmly laid the 
foundation. The happy coincidence of 
the approach of the bicentenary of 
Franklin’s birth opened the way for us 
to broaden the unveiling ceremonies into 
the fete which you have been asked 
to honor with your presence. 

“The spontaneous and hearty co-oper- 
ation of the French Government has 
given to this fete the international 
character which brings into relief that 
chapter in Franklin's life which belongs 
to France as well as to the United 
States, and which, I trust,. will ever be 
held dear to the hearts of citizens of 
both countries. 

“On the initiation of Frisco's ally, His 


Majesty, the Emperor of all the Rus- 


sias, The Hague tribunal was estab- 
lished that Government might have a 
Court of Arbitration ready to. their 
hand for the settlement of such differ- 
ences as could be submitted to it. But 
today the voice of public sentiment holds 
from or impels Governments to action, 
and thai better acquaintance, that clos- 
er entente between peoples which such 
international celebrations as this warm 
into life or keep alive( makes as never 
before for the cause of general peace 
and the well being of mankind.’ 

The Franco-American aspect of to- 
day’s celebration is shown in the compo- 
sition of the committees of honor, in- 
cluding a former American Preside, 
Mr. Cleveland, a former American Vice- 
President, Mr. Morton; two former 
French Presidents, MM. Loubet and 
Casimir-Perier, as well as many other 
prominent public men, French and 
American. ‘ 


Like Philadelphia Statue. 


The statue of Benjamin Franklin, 
which was unveiled today is a duplicate 


of the one in front of the Philadelphia 


Postoffice, which is considered by many 


critics to be a masterpiece, and the best 
statue of Franklin ever made. It repre- 
sents Franklin seated in his favorite 
arm-chair, comfortably 
dressing robe. At the side and a lit® 
to the rear of the chair is a large boor, 
as if it had just fallen from the hands 
of the great scientist and diplomat. 
Franklin's attitude is one of repose, 
and from the expression of his calm face 
there seems to shine forth those char- 
acteristics of love and kKindliness which 
did so much to endear him to the people 
to whom he went as the first representa- 
tive of a new Republic. 

The statue is nearly twice life size, 
measuring 12 feet from the base to the 
top of the head, 5 feet 4 inches in width 
and 4 feet 8 inches in depth. 

The sculptor, John J. Boyle of New 
York, spent two years in the execution 


of this work.

Tailor Fined for Hitting Man. 
Who “Stabbed Him.” | 


Yards of bandages didn’t convince. 


Judge Pollard of the Dayton Street Po- 
lice Court that Lewis Stockman, a tailor 
of 3908 Finney avenue. had been stabbed 
with a putty knife. As a result, Stock- 
man was fined $10 and costs for hitting 
the man. who he said, had stabbed him.

Stockman complied and displayed the 
finger that was “cut off’ firmly in 
lace with only a small scratch on it. 

he cut on the arm was also a scratch. 

Jameson, the panes said he had 
painted a sign ioe Stockman and had 
been paid $2 in cash “and $2 by a check 
on the Vandeventer Bank. He sald he 
found that the check was no good. 

When he took it back to Stockman he 
said the tailor refused to settle, but 
instead jumped on his back and knocked 
him down.
